Price assails inflation 
in Labor Day message 


In a Labor Day message, 
Rep. Melvin Price, Dem., 23rd 
Illinois District, called “the 
faltering economy the number 1 
issue facing the American wage 
earner.” 

Paying tribute to the men 
and wonen of organized labor, 
Congressman Price said, 
“without the labors and skills of 
the American worker, our 
nation’s economy would not 
grow ahd prosper. But the 
American worker can't do it 
alone.” 

“Government,” he contined, 

lays a large role in main- 
taining and strengthening our 
economic health. 

“Government policy must not 
be restrictive or harmful to the 
every day lives of the average 
worker in thi country,"’ Rep. 
Price asserted. 

“The principle fact remains 
the individual worker is the 
backbone on which our whole 
economic structure rests.”” 

That backbone, Rep. Price 
said, “is crippled when 
government policies work at 
¢ross-purposes with individual 
efforts. 

Reviewing the performance 
of the-economy and govern- 
ment policies, the local 
congressman expressed 
concern over inflation, 
unemployment, lost output, 
food and fuel shortages and 
loss of confidence in the 
dollar.

THE MAKING OF THE 
PRESIDENT, 1972; by Theo- 
dore H. White; Atheneum; 391 
pages: $10.

Theodore H. White may be 
the yreatest presidential his- 
torian of modern times and 
his “The Making of the Presi- 
dent, 1972" matches in can- 
dor, objectivity and detail, 
volumes by the similar name 
that he did on the campaigns 
of 1960, ‘64 and “68. 

The ‘1972 book, however, 
goes further than the others — 
iteven dragsiin the Watergate 
mess, with a bit of sadness 
from a man who had grown to 
admire President Nixon for 
his accomplishments in the 
field of foreign relations. 

“The diplomacy of the first 
four years could only be 
called majestic.’ White 
writes. Then, on Watergate, 
he s ‘And yet that family 
of obscenities flowed from the 
same management of power 
which had created the great 
diplomatic triumphs of the 
first Nixon administration.” 

This analysis of White 
House power use, however, is 
something in addition to 
White's careful, chronological 
and in-depth lock at the candi- 
dates and the campaign. of 
1972. He tells of the seeming 
irresistible Edmund Muskie 
campaign of January, 1972. 
Then, the post mortem by one 
of Muskie's top men: “To this 
day I don't know what the 
campaign was all about. We 
never had a theme."’ 

The McGovern whirlwind is 
covered at great length but 
with this view of the South Da- 
kota senator — out of the 
mouth of Eugene McCarthy: 
Talking to George McGov- 
vrn is hke eating a Chinese 
meal, An hour after it's over, 
you wonder whether you real- 
ty ate anything.”

The observance of Labor Day 
in the Quad-City area Monday 
recalled for many union labor~ 
leaders the organization of the 
Tri-City Labor Temple 
Association and the subsequent 
fight to build the present Labor 
Temple building at 20148 State 

t. 


‘The move to build the Labor 
Temple was initiated in 
January 1917 at a regular 
meeting of the Tri-City Central 
Trades Couhcil when delegates. 
investigated complaints of poor 
service and a¢commodations 
offered by the hall then rented 
by the council. A committee 
was named to work with council 


trustees to investigate the fF 


possibility of building a hall. 

A search for a suitable site 
resulted in acquisition of the 
property on which the temple 
now stands and in April 1917 the 
secretary of state issued a 
charter to the Tri-Cities Labor 
Temple Association. 

In October the same year, the 
association obtained a $25,000 
loan. On Jan. 7, 1918, the con- 
tract for. building the temple 
was awarded to H. B. Grider 
and work was begun in August. 

Difficulty developed when the 
association from which the loan 
had been obtained failed to pay 
the first)installment. 

An (4ppeal was made to 
organirations and individuals to 
donate a jeay's pay as a sub- 
scription to a building fund. A 


series, of other difficulties 
taliowed, including the flu 
epidemic of 1918, a strike at the 
mill and/the death of the con- 
tractor whose estate filed a 
mechani¢’s lien against the 
temple. 

In an} early-day pamphlet 
reporting on the difficulties, the 
commie responded: 

“We must and will build it.”

12 weekend concerts was 34,682. 

With such crowds as 28,576 for the 
Chicago group, 21,180 for Seals and 
Crofts, 18,506 for America, 17,618 for 

ins and Messina, 14,211 for 
Stills and Manassas and 12,131 for 
Sha Na Na, it is obvious that the 
River Festival has struck a 
responsive chord among prospective 
concert-goers in a wide area of 
Illinois and Missouri. 


This being true, it is vital that the 
Festival continue _annually—and 
also essential that part of the 
financing be provided by the two 
states and the public, such as 
through the Missouri State Council 
on the Arts, Illinois Arts Council and 
Friends of the Mississippi River 
Festival. 

Without the extra help of the two 
. arts councils and interested citizens, 
there is no way that such an en- 
terprise involving a major orchestra 
of 100 skilled members could be 
maintained. 

Ticket prices would be excessive 
and self-defeating except for such a 
subsidy, for which there is ample 
precedent in the two states and 
throughout the United States. 

Early and generous action by 
arts officials on 1973 and 1974 budget 
requirements would go a long way 
toward assuring the continuity of 
this region’s greatest musical- 
cultural undertaking.

‘Flexible’ Gateway 


taking tough stand 


Excerpts from a staff report 
to the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council board last 
week, delaying approval of 2 
proposed major residential- 
recreational-commercial-in- 
dustrial development — in 
Chouteau and Edwardsvitte 
Townships: 

In May of this year, Madison 
County adopted a revised 
zoning ordinance and map. 

‘That zoning map designated a 
large portion of the American 
Bottoms as agricultura}, The 
text of the ordinance, however, 
stipulated that the map was in 
effect a non-binding document. 

Soon thereafter, Madison 
‘County rezoned about 240 acres 
situated northeast of U.S. High- 
way 111 and Interstate 270 from 
agriculutural to various urban 
uses. 

This parcel is a portion of a 
larger tract of 770 acres. The 
phased rezoning of the entire 
tract from agricultural to urban 
use can be anticipated. 

The board of directors of 
East-West Gateway recently 
adopted plain 
management and development

policies. The tract in question is” 
‘ ina flood plain protected by an 


urban levee. The relevant 
policies adopted are therefore 


‘as follor 


1, On-site analysis of specific 
local characteristics (soils, 
surface drainage, ground- 
water and ponding) should be 
undertakon prior to develop- 
iment. Developments should be 
designed to overcome the 
‘constraints of local flood plain 
characteristics, 

2. After a date specified by the 
Council, & negative review will 
be given of any proposed 
development of the flood plain 
until flood plain legislation“ts 
enacted by the appropriate unit 
of government. 

3. All jurisdictions containing 
flood plain land should meet the 
eligibility requirements for 
federally-subsidized _ national 
flood insurance. 

4. Request the Army Corps of 
Engineers to supply detailed 
flood plain information for the 
region upon which local 
legislation regulating flood 
plain can’ be used. 

5. In conjunction with flood 
plain legislation, encourage 
establishment of land 
development codes which 
specify the precise engineering 
and design conditions and 
standards to be adhered to if 
flood plain development is 


tified. 

The tract rezoned is near the 
center of an area designated by 
the area Regional Land Use 
Map as rural (one housing unit 

acre or less). 

Relevant polity statements 
adopted by the board of 
directors as part of the Regional 
Land Use Plan include the 


Encourage counties and cities 
to limit development in rural 
areas to uses and intensities not 
requiring urban and-or 
suburban levels of areawide 
services (this does not include 
new town development). 

Encourage counties and cities 


to plan for residential, com- 
mercial and employment ac- 
tivities at higher intensities in a 
series of compact centers and 
corridors in relation to the 
existing and proposed areawide 
‘support systems. 

Discourage “leap-frog” types 
of development and encourage 
growth as the expansion “of 
existing areas or urbanization 
and, when possible, within 
existing. service areas. 

Encourage legislative bodies 
of the Council's membership to 
endorse the regional Land Use 
Plan. 

Encourage and assist in the 
development of local plans for 
all areas consistent with 
regional planning. 

STAFF ANALYSIS— 

1. The thrust of the flood plain 
policies is not to prevent 
development in areas protected 
by urban levees, but rather to 
encourage that construction in 
such protected flood plains take 
into consideration the special 
characteristics of these areas. 

‘The policies listed above thus 
suggest steps which should be 
taken by a variety of par 
ticipants with respect to 
proposed development within 
the flood plain. 

However, it should be pointed 
out that those policies contained 
no procedures for insuring that 
these various participants must 
take the suggested actions. 

2. This rezoning is clearly 
inconsistent with East-West 
Gateway’s Regional Land Use 
Plan. It is, in addition, in- 
consistent with the intent of the 
land use policies adopted by the 
Council's board. 

On the other hand, it should be 
pointed out that, like the flood 
plain policies, the land use plan 
policies are not self-executing. 
East-West Gateway is 2& 
voluntary council of govern- 
ments without statutory 
authorities and powers. 

No were included 
within the plan when adopted to 
ensure that local government 
would automatically take steps 
to consider this regional plan 
with respect to local develop- 
ments. 

3.° The inconsistency of the 
rezoning with the Regional 
Land Use Plan is an 
outgrowth of the nature of that 
plan, and of past East-West 
Gateway policies. 

The Regional Land Use Plan 
was described when adopted as 
“flexible”; it was stated at that 
time that “the plan must be 
subjected to testing and con- 
tinued revision and 
modification as the goals of the 
region change, as_ new in 
formation is made available 
within the region, and as change 
occurs.” :

Tn neither case is it clear 
precisely how local government 
builds consideration of regional 
plans into its decision-making 
processes. 

On occasion, East~ West 
Gateway may become involved, 
but only after the fact, 
generally as part of ‘the A-95 
review process. 

This fact is significant, since 
this rezoning is far from the last 
such development which may 
be inconsistent with regional 
plans and policies. 

For éxample, a “new town" 
was recently approved by 
Monree County. 

St. Louis County is in the 
process of developing a plan 
revision which may be some- 
what inconsistent — with 
regional plans. 

Other examples exist as well. 

Given the dynamic nature of 
private development, this is 
merely the first of a number of 
major developments and 

developments which 
may well be inconsistent with 
the Regional Land Use Plan, 
and forcthat matter with locally 
adopted plans. 

To reiterate, the plan contains 
no standards and procedures 
for modification, and no means 


“of evaluating major develop- 


ments prior to rezoning. 

Given the lack of such 
standards and in the 
plan, it is difficult to recom- 
mend rescission of this 
rezoning. 

‘On the other hahd, to ignore 
such potential major rezonings 
will cumulatively ,negate and 
destroy the gt concept of 
regional planning: 

5. The staff therefore 
recommends a course which 
neither ignores the problerh nor 
involves a probably fruitless 
Tequest to re-rezone the 
property. 

A. It is suggested that with 
respect to any proposed new 
major development, each local 
government prepare a planning 
review ‘or analysis which 
specifically considers the im- 
pact of the proposal, not only on 
local plans but on regional plans 
as well.

SPRINGFIELD — Thanks 
to extravagant and perhaps 
ingenious architects back in 
2868, the Illinois Statehouse is 
by far one of the most ornate 
and ssive structures to 
house government west of 
Washington, D.C. 

Rising 461 feet above’ the 
evergrowing | community of 
Springfield, it. is a towering 
tribute to HMlinois and its polit- 
ical past. 

‘And perhaps, the building 
could be viewed as a grim re- 
minder of numerous political 
scandals that have rocked Il- 
linoas government and the 
Statehouse as well, from the 
tip of its elaborate dome to its 
solid stone foundation. 

in July, 1972, the Capitol 
~ puilding rehabilitation project 
ground to ahaltin the midst of 
@ major scandal. Expensive 
contract add-ons, illegal bid- 
ding procedures and alleged 
cash kickbacks by con-

A federal grand jury in Chi- 
cago is expected to return in- 
dictments in connection with 
the project. The Illinois Legis- 
lative Investigating Commis- 
sion has been probing the 
matter for about a year. 

Supervising architect Har- 
ry Fernandes has been fired, 
though his alleged involve- 
ment in wrongdoing has not 
been proved. 

In 1877, nine years after the 
first spade of dirt for the new 
building was turned, con- 
struction ground to a halt, 
tangled in a scandalous web. 

Upon the direction of Senate 
President Andrew Shuman of 
the 30th General Assembly, a 
special investigating commis-

Supervising architect Al- 
fred H. Piquenard, believed to 
be the principal designer of 
the massive Statehouse, died 
in 1876.

Fluoride treats 
deafness disease

Here's another use for fluo- 
tide. For many years, most 
dentists and doctors have 
agreed that fluomde can cut 
down cavities. They have sug- 
gested adding fluoride to 
toothpaste to strengthen the 
teeth. They have suggested 
that fluoride be added to the 
drinking water where it is 
lacking. For the most part, 
the public has accepted such 
recommendations but there 
are groups which dissent usu- 
ally for social, rather than 
scientific reasons. Now an- 
other use has been suggested 
for fluoride. 

Fluoride prevents and 
treats otosclerosis, a disease 
which causes deafness. The 
disease is actually misnamed. 
Otosclerosis means “harden- 
ing of the bones around the 
ear.” But the condition is ac- 
tually due to a softening of the 
bones of the skull around the 
ear. 

‘The softening of bone leads 
to overgrowth of cartilege 
which may invade the middle 
ear and cause hearing loss. 
Since the bones become soft 
and poroys, it has been sug- 
gested that the disease be 
called otoporosis. But the old 
name hangs on nevertheless. 

Otosclerosis causes deaf- 
ness. The process begins in 
early childhood and is some- 
times the cause of deafness in 
children. Usually, hearing 
loss from. otosclerosis begins 
at about age 20 and can prog- 
ress to total loss of hearing. 

All patients with otosclero- 

sis do not go deaf. In fact, 
most of the patients with ote~ 
sclerosis have. no hearing loss 
at all. The disease is twice as 
conan in women as in men 

oe ek by preg-

threaten life, e, otosclerosis is 

the most common cause of 
conductive 

Fluoride was first sug- 
gested as @ treatment for oto- 
sclerosis about 10 years ago. 


The recommendation was 
made by Dr. George E. Sham- 
baugh, Jr., an ear specialist 
and professor at Northwest- 
ern University Medical 
School. 

He noted that fluorides were 
being used for treatment of 
other diseases in which 
sponginess of the bone was a 
problem and suggested that 
fluoride be used to treat oto- 
sclerosis. By 1966, Dr. Sham- 
baugh was giving large doses 
of Ruoride to patients with 
otoscierosis but was unable to 
show conclusively that the 
treatment helped. 

Recent studies seem to con- 
firm Dr, Shambaugh’s theory. 
Using radioactive strontium 
to identify growing bone, Dr. 
Fred H. Linthicum Jr., of the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia School of Medicine, 
showed : that otosclerosis is 
due to bone overgrowth apd 
that this overgrowth can be 
controlled by use of fluoride. 
The studies were done after 
hearing tests showed that 
most patients with otosclero 
sis who used fluoride daily 
over a period of three years 
had no further hearing loss. 

‘These studies give solid evi- 
dence that sodium’ fluoride 
can stop the process of oto- 
sclerosis. Use of sodium fluo- 
ride in doses of 25 milligrams 
@ day by mouth slows the in- 
creasing loss of hearing and in 
some cases improves the 
hearing. 

‘Shambaugh has treated 
more than 1,000 patients with 
sodium fluoride and reports 
no serious side effects of the 
drug. The only bad effect is ire 
ritation of the lining of the 
stomach which is not severe, 


Who should be treated with 
sodium fluoride? corte 
Linthicum, any 
tween 15 and 60 who a prog- 
ressive hearing loss should 
have an x-ray for otosclerosis.

Brush pickups pose problem

‘The demand has become so 
persons are likely to have piles 
of limbs and- leaves on their 
front lawns until the street 
department can solve. a 
multiplicity of other problems, 
Portell said. 

Much of the problem results 
from residents placing limbs, 
brush cuttings and feaves on 
their front lawns, expecting city 
trucks to pick them up, instead 
of bagging the leaves and 
bundling the éuttings for pickup 
by the trash collectors from the 
alleys. 

The city has a separate 
contract with Milam Corp. for 
pickup of sach items, but they 
must be bagged, and bundled 
and placed in the alleys, Portell 
explained. 

At tha moment, the street 
superintendent said, the street 
department is confronted with 
one of the heaviest work loads in 

years, resulting from 
rains that caused 
flooding storms that blew 
down tress and limbs, and a 
series of sewer breaks in the 
Nameoki area. 

Portell said that in addition to 
@ great amount of work 
required to clean streets after 
heavy rains which hit the city 
several times [during August, 
water in low-lying areas has 
resulted in “swarms of 
mosquitoes” in areas that 
require many hours of fogging 
operations which also is done by 
the street department 


Mosquitoes have become $640. 


particularly troublesome in 
areas near the Nameoki 
drainage ditch and Dobrey 
Slough, in the Old Alton Road 
area and the West 25th Street- 
Logan Avenue areas, Portell 
said. 

Street. department workers 
have been fogging the afflicted 
areas constantly, but 
mosquitoes “are breeding 
faster "han we can kill them,” 
the. street superintendent 
rema.ked, 

Portell said his depoartment 
initiated, a street-cleaning

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program last week, using the 


* street sweeper in downtown 


areas to clean up debris drifted 
against curbs-and around sewer 
outlets during the August rains. 
As much the debris as 
possible will be cleaned up to 
avoid it being washed into the 
sewers in the event of future 
rains, he said. 

‘The fire department used one 
tuck and two men last week to 
hose down several downtown 
streets. The two-man crew 
worked seven hours to do the 
job. Other streets will be given 
the same treatment this week. 

‘Approximately one-third of 
the city’s 26-man_ street 
department has been working 

. for the past several months at 


sites of 14 sewer breaks, 
manning. pumps and keeping 
sewage moving around breaks 
in the lines. 

This -has worked a serious 
hardship on the street depart- 
ment at a time when the 
summet maintenance program 
is in operation. Portell said that 
while oil and chips was spread 
on enpawen streaks by contract 
with Midwest Asphalt Co. of 
Collinsville, the street depart- 
ment must prepare the streets 
before that work is done. 

This takes 4 crew of at least 
six men for each street that is 
oiled and rocked, the number of 
manhours required at each 
project depending upon the 
length of the streets to be 
treated.

Mlinois statutes require all 
public schools to provide free 
lunches, to children from 
families whose income is at or 
below the established 
guidelines. Local school of 
ficials have adopted the 
following family size-income 
criteria for use in determining 
eligibility. 

One in family, $2,740 income; 
two, $3,600; three, $4,460; four, 
$5,310; five, $6,100; six, $6,890; 
seven, $7,600; eight, $8,310; 
nine, $8,960; ten, $9,600; eleven, 
$10,240; twelve, $10,880; each 
additional family member, 


Children from families whose 
income is at or below those 
shown are eligible for meals 
free. In addition, families not 
meeting this criteria but with 
‘other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condidtion of 
a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urgpd to 
spp.

Ease chest x-ray rule 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of 
the Mlinois Department of 
Public Health, announced 
Friday that the state's more 
than 275,000 public school 
employes will no longer be 
required to have annual chest x- 
rays for tuberculosis. 

A law which becomes ef- 
fective Oct. 1 exempts all but 
new school employes from 
having chest x-rays or tuber- 
culin skin tests to show freedom 
from tuberculosis. 

“The requirement of annual 
examinations for all school 
employes can no longer be 
justified,” Dr. Lashof said. 

“Tuberculosis authorities 
agree that the examination of 
school personnel as a protective 
measure is no longer necessary. 

“Tuberculosis in the general 


population is at such a low level 
that indiscriminate mass 
tuberculin testing programs 
have either been eliminated or 
are in the process of being 
eliminated,” she concluded
